Another feature as Im­ 
portant Is storing feed In abund­ 
ance. when a surplus Is produced, 
at least cost and in such a man­ 
ner as to reduce loss and damage 
from Insects, rodents, and hazard.

The sales for the first half of 
1936 showed a 50 per cent m

The sales for

United States Savings Bonds 
are sold in denominations of 32.j, 
$50 $100 and $1000 m aturity val­ 
ues. The purchase price of the 
j $100 bond is $75 and is proving 
' the more popular sellar. The bond 
matures 10 years from its issue 
date for a sum one-third more 
than its purchase price - for ex­ 
ample a $100 bond costs $75 and 
in ten years it is worth $100 in 
cash. 
— 
The savings bonds may be re­ 
deemed at any time after 60 days 
from date of issue and never for 
less than the purchase price. 
For the month of May 1936, 
Iowa, an agricultural state, led 
all the states In the purchase of 
these bonds. 
Many who are buying these 
bonds are doing so for the ex­ 
press purpose of providing funds 
for the education of children, 
others for the creation of a cash 
estate or to provide for the care 
of dependents. 
The bonds may be purchased 
at any first, second or third class 
post office, or direct from the 
Treasury Department.

is reaching epidemic proportions 
in Alabama and adjoining states, j 
Reports to the State Health De- ! 
partm ent disclose that there have I 
been only 18 cases from 16 widely 
separated counties 111 every geo­ 
graphical section 
of 
the 
State 
since January 1. Only one case 
in Texas was reported last week 
from the entire State. There were 
36 cases of the disease in Texas 
during the first six months of 
last year. 
"The 
disease 
is 
endemic 
in 
Texas.” Dr. John W. Brown. State 
Health Officer said, “and scarce­ 
ly ever assumes epidemic propor­ 
tion.” 
“Children under five are more 
susceptible to the disease and all 
children 
under 
12 
should 
be 
watched for suspicious symptoms. 
There are im portant things to do 
when a child shows symptoms. 
A physician should be called at 
once and physicians should re­ 
port all cases to the health auth­ 
orities immediately. When the dis­ 
ease occurs all cases should be 
isolated 
for 21 
days. 
All milk 
should be boiled unless it is pas­ 
teurized. 
“Children 
should 
not 
visit 
homes where the disease exists 
or there are symptoms of it. Flies 
should be killed and their breed­ 
ing places destroyed. Promptness 
in diagnosis of poliomylotis is ¡m- 
portant in preventing spread of 
the disease."
